Bicameral System 
Replaces Old Plan 


A new parliamentary system of stu- 
dent government, composed of an 
Upper House and a Lower House, will 
replace the former Student Council, 
if present plans are followed through, 

Tentative plans call for an Upper 
House to be made up of the top officers 
of all school-sponsored organizations; 
and a Lower House consisting of a 
representative from each section. 

Mr. Stanley Collins, law teacher and 
adviser-to-be, points out that the idea 
is in skeleton form only. The first 
meeting of the prospective members 
of the Upper House, was called for 
October 12, to lay plans for the new 
student government. 

The basic idea is that the Upper 
House, the policy forming group, will 
plan activities and act as a clearing 
house, talking over and acting upon 
suggestions from the Lower House. 

The two groups will probably meet 
together once a month in the model 
apartment, although the Upper House 
will meet as often as necessary. 

The Administration felt that a 
change was necessary to stir up inter- 
est in the Student Council. Special 
benefits for the school, as well as 
additional responsibilities for the or- 
ganization, are expected to be derived 
by having all school activities repre- 
sented with the general student body.

In a football thriller, Anacostia’s 
Indians tied the Coolidge Colts by a 
score of 19-19 here, on November 4. 

The Indians came from behind three 
times in the game, either to tie the 
score or to go ahead.

On the latter 
score, Burt made the all-important 
conversion by rushing. 

Coolidge’s first tally came in the 
first quarter, when Anacostia fumbled

recovered and in three plays had their 
touchdown when Tranen went over on 
an 8-yard run.

The Colts got their other two mark- 
ers in quick fashion in the third and 
fourth quarters. Each was made on a 
long Tranen pass; the first to Ned 
Harrison, good for 63 yards, and the 
second to Bill Horan for 58 yards.

Getting The Best Of A Test

If, one bright school morning, you 
walk bl thely into’ first period class 
and the teacher presses a clean sheet 
of piper into. your hand — prepare 
yours lf! Jn a few short minutes you 
will be un®ergoing a form of mental 
anguish known as a test. All is not 
lost, however, if you know the few 
helpful epproaches to a test. 

These approaches were created by 
test-riddied students who hoped for 
better things but in the meantime were 
preparing for the worst, Through a 
type of experience usunlly referred to 
as “bitter”, I have made a compre- 
hensive study of them and the results 
are presented below 

First of all, there is the confident 
approach. This is best demonstrated

The preceding approoch is the easi- 
est on the nerves and often brings 
the stucent avhoy employs sit a good 
mark. It should be stressed, however, 
that this approach can be gained only 
through study 

Next we have what might be termed 
the jittering approach, This consists 
of cheerfully entering your classroom, 
learning of the impending test, and 
immedictey col psing into the neor 
est chair. When the employer of the 
jittering approach gives his test paper 
(which usually resembles a dog esrred 
cross-word puzzle) to the teacher, his 
hands act as if they have contracted 
a severe cas¢ Of palsy. While this

proach. 
We now come to an approach that is 
much in the nature of a sneaky gam- 


ble. If you lose, the penalty is pain- 
ful. If you win, your conscience is 
painful. Students who use this ap- 


proach have remarkably keen eye- 
sight and are seated near their class- 
mates. Need I say more? 

Finally, there is the sick approach. 
The sick approsch is used by the stu- 
dent, who, when informed of the test, 
feels that he is indeed a dead duck, 
This student js realistic.

After his graduation “Monk” turned 
“pro”. He was farmed out to the 
Nats and went to their training team 
at Fulton, Kentucky.

leaguer that his father, the late 
“Monk” Fraser, Sr,, had been in the 
‘20s, 


However, on April 16, an auto acei- 
dent in near-by Virginian ended sud- 
denly the promising career of Ralph 
Fraser. His death came as a tragic 
shock to the students and faculty of 
Anacostia. Perhaps the finest tribute 
to be paid Monk” was that of coach 
“Tommy” Nolan who has followed 
every step of the young player's pro- 
gress:

What the Constitution 
Means to Americans 


About 200 years ago a group of men 
gathered together to plant a single 
seed. Few realized to what immense 
proportions it would some day grow, 
but all knew that they were embark- 
ing on a serious adventure, and much 
patient care was due before they could 
reap the final reward. 

These men were the pioneers of our 
government, the creators of our Con- 
stitution. They were rich and poor, 
farmers and merchants, men from va- 
rious walks of-life, but each one shared 
a common desire: to better the cause 
of all people. 

Here in America we are assured of 
four priceless freedoms: freedom of 
speech and of religion and freedom 
from want and from fear, We have 
newspapers, radios, and television 
which are free to spread the truth. 
We have churches, mosques, taber- 
nacles, and synagogues to which any- 
one may go to worship. We have the 
Salvation Army, the Red Cross, and 
Community Chest to relieve disaster 
areas and to care for the poorly fed. 
And to insure the last freedom, free- 
dom from fear, we employ an adequate 
defense foree to protect our people 
from being overrun by tyranny, but 
also we are assured of an economic 
security and the knowledge that sci- 
ence is ever progressing, stamping out 
disease and death. 

However, not only are we given 
freedom, but we are protected against 
ourselves in that strict punishments 
have been set up to be meted out to 
those who disobey the laws of our na- 
tion. These laws have been created to 
make sure we do not violate the privi- 
leges which have been bestowed upon 
us, They are essential to our govern- 
ment and to all governments desiring 
harmony among their people. 

What does the Constitution mean 
to me? It means that our children 
and their children after them will grow 
up in « land of justice and equality— 
a land to be held as an example to the 
world—a land to be proud of.

For Anacostia high school boys who 
can qualify, Naval Air Reserve at the 
Naval Air Station, Anacostia, D, C.,

Commencing on June 21, the 100 
young men selected will be enrolled in 
an eight week's Naval Air Reserve 
Orientation course which will include 
getting the latest word on rockets, 
guided missiles, jet propulsion, and 
other specialized subjects.

In addition, uniforms, meals, and lodg- 
ing will be furnished free. 

Candidates must be 17 or older, 
with no previous military experience, 
must meet Navy physical fitness 
standards, and pass basic qualifying 
examinations, On completion of the 
eight weeks training, all participants 
will have an opportunity to join one 
of the Organized Reserve Squadrons 
which meet one week-end a month at 
Anacostia. This will make possible 
continued pay and lead to advancement 
in the Naval Air Reserve. 

Asa part of the first training course 
conducted at Anacostia last summer, 
the 100 trainees spent six days at sea 
on the Navy's giant carrier, USS 
FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT. It is 
hoped that a similar cruise may be 
scheduled for this summer. More than 
half of those who entered the program 
last summer elected to remain in the 
Organized Naval Reserve. 

A period each day will be devoted to 
athletics and physical education. Prot- 
estant and Catholic services will be 
conducted each Sunday for those who 
stay aboard. 

Those interested in applying are in- 
vited to visit the Naval Air Reserve 
at Anacostia and discuss the program 
in detail, Guests and parents are also 
welcome.

POOTBALL
